Good Time Made in Many 
Events Despite Heavy 
Track 



Another, championship trophy was 
clinched hy McGill yesterday when 
the track team wvjii hy a margin of 
17 points over 'Vafsity. The scores 
of the learns were: 71 for McGill, 
and 54 for 'Varsity. Qvcns and R. 
M. C. were not fortunate xiough to 
gain any points. 

Though the track was heavy, and 
the weather bleak, two records were 
broken. Carruthcrs. of Toronto, 
broke the record for the discus throw, 
hurling it 118 feet 9 3-4 inches, which 
beats the previous record by 4 'feet 3 
inches. The three mile run was won 
by McAuliff, of 'Varsity, who did it 
in 15 minutes 49 2-5 seconds, 26 sec- 
onds less than the previous record.

MeGill and Queens battle for victory this afternoon, and ex- 
j cept for the absence of the 3,000 and mireg raduates who attended 
cept for the absence of the 3,000 mire and graduates who attended 
the same widespread attention. Both teams have worked strenu- 
ously duting the week, and deserve credit for their toil in the mud 
of the wet days. 

Queen's showing against Parkdale, and above all against 'Var- 
sity, gives them a good chance to clinch the championship, which 
^hey have not held since 1904, seventeen years ago; almost before 
some of the present players were born. She has not defeated 
Toronto for thirteen years, and MeGill has withstood all her ef- 
forts since 1913. But this year the Kingston University men arc 
out in earnest. They have always displayed splendid sportsman- 
ship, and have remained in the intercollegiate after others would 
have left it in despair. 

They have emerged, at least for this season, from thair ob- 
scure position, and it will take hard playing on the part of MeGill 
to win. In previous years a game with Queen's elicited little in- 
terest, as it was thought a foregone conclusion that they would 
meet with defeat. 

The MeGill team has undergone a number of changes, which 
have been carefully made by Coach Shaughnessy. Last week we 
merely tied with a team which was beaten by Queen's, but MeGill 
should, and must, win to-day. The result may be a conclusive 
factor in the league race of 1921, and after its loss last year, and 
especially since this is Centennial year, a victory for MeGill would 
be most opportune. ' 

The Intercollegiate good feeling was well demonstrated last 
Saturday, when not one discordant note marred the game, and it is 
-^hoped that, however the issue goes to-dayy the same friendly spirit 
will permeate throughout.

How many students actually enter the portals of the Univer- 
sity with a fixed puqjose, and with the determination to battle their 
way through all difficulties to a successful college career? Large 
numbers register from the prep, schools every autumn, but out of 
say twenty-five who come from a certain school, the number who 
I eventually graduate, could be counted on one hand. In certain 
cases the reason for this may be financial, domestic or otherwise, 
but the frequent cause is lack of will power "to see the thing 
through." 

Students come to college from various motives. Some because 
hei r parents or guardians desire them to do so, or because they 
k it is the proper thing. A number attend because they imag- 
they will have a good time, either in athletics or in the varied 
spcial activities attendant upon a student's career. 

The paramount value of college which is often lost sight of, is 
to turn out well-trained men and women who will be a credit to 
the country, the Alma Mater, and themselves. 

Before taking a definite course thorough inquiries should be 
made from professors and older students, and the novice should try 
to decide for himself, or herself, for what he or she is best suited. 
Changing from one faculty to another, or from one course to an- 
other, has been quite prevalent this year. Sometimes it takes until 
Christmas or until a whole session is passed to know whether it is 
a case of a square peg in a round hole. In general this is unwise, 
causing the loss of a year, and what is more significant, loss of pur- 
pose, resulting in abject failure as a student.

Papers by Mr. A. K. Geddes 
and Mr. H. V. Ward 

The first regular meeting of the 
)sler Society was held at the home 
Prof. Whitnall, 323 Peel Street on 
Wednesday evening. 
The first part of the evening was 
devoted to the transaction of the 
regular business x of the society, after 
which the programme of the evening 
was carried out. 

Two papers dealing with Sir Wil- 
liam Osier, were read, one by Mr. A. 
K. Geddes, who spoke of his medical 
■work, and the other by Mr. II . V. 
Ward, who dealt especially with his 
■literary work. 

Mr. Geddes dwelt at some length 
f on the qualities which made Osier's 
. "Principles and Practice of Medicine" 
the greatest medical text book the Medical History." 



world has ever known. He spoke also 
of the great number of essays and 
case reports which had come from 
Osier's prolific pen. 

Mr. Ward, in speaking of Sir Wil- 
liam's purely literary works, empha- 
sized the importance of their philo- 
sophy and their great contribution to 
the literature of ' medical ethics. No- 
where was the worth of Osier's well- 
read library better mirrored than in 
his essays. 

Professor Whitnall .gave a short 
talk on the contents. and arrangement 
of the library of 8,000 volumes, which 
Osier bequeathed to MeGill, and 
which will probably reach Montreal 
some time next summer. 

It was decided to hold the next 
meeting of the society on Npvember 
1st.

The handful of students present at 
the Annual Meeting of the Students So 
cicty yesterday was lamentable, and 
clearly shows that there is a general 
lack of interest on the part of the Un 
dcrgraduate body in the conduct of theii 
affairs. When one considers that, out 
of the total registration, only sflT per 
cent were sufficiently alive to their du 
tics as undergraduates to' attend that 
meeting, one cannot but conclude that 
there is something seriously wrong. 
The immediate result of this apathy is 
the discouragement of our various 
Executive,— a few hard worked men 
who, at much personal sacrifice, arc 
trying to keep alive our student activi 
tics, and this is bound to lead to more 
-erious trouble which will undoubtedly 
be felt by every student. 

Now, Sir, what is the cause- of this 
■erious condition of affairs? Does: the 
'ault lie with the students themselves; or 
with our present method of student 
government? Probably "much might be 
said on both sides." Undoubtedly every 
nudent should feel it his duty to show 
some active interest in the conduct of 
student activities, but is he given ade- 
quate opportunity? For instance, '' the 
average man feels that it is not much 
use to attend a meeting of the Student 
Society and listen to lengthy financial 
statements and reports, because, whe- 
ther he agrees \or not, the money 
has been spent and there is an end to it. 
He feels that such meetings are called. 
iot to consult the wishes of the stu- 
dents on the present and future conduct 
of their affairs, but merely to obtain 
their sanction of what has already been 
done. This should not be. ' t>9 

If every undergraduate could be made 
to feel that he is personally responsible 
for the success or failure of our acti- 
vities, and that he ha^'some*' ' say*' frf 
what is being done, —then the present 
difficulties could no longer exist. How 
can this.be accomplished? Opinions o- 
this point will probably differ, but 1 
would like to offer the following sug 
gestions : 

(1) Open meetings of the Student? 
Council at least once mmthly, —same 
tj be advertised in the Daily and the 
••genda stated. We would thus be kept 
: n touch with the current problems' 1 of 
'he Council, and could obtain 'informa- 
f ion on any points desired. 

(2) Active election campaigns by 
mdidates for the various offices. Can- 
didates should become thoroughly in- 
formed on our methods of student gov- 
ernment, formulate their policies, and 
address meetings of undergraduates. In 
this way the average student will hear 
the pros and cons of the various prob 
'cms, and when casting his vote will at 
'east have seen the man he is vdtng 
for. Also the successful candidate will 
be ready to commence work as soon as

Science and Medicine Battle 
to a Draw. 

Intcrfaculty Rugby got away to a 
good start yesterday with two exciting 
closely contested games. The combined 
Arts and Law team played Commerce, 
in a game which, resulted in a win for 
Arts - Law by 2-0. The second contest 
between Mcds and Science prooved cx- 
ceedingliy fast and exciting ending in- a 
draw. Neither side were able to call 
forth , the punch necessary to score. 

Twice Meds were backed to their 
touch-line, and both times they defeat- 
ed the efforts of Science to carry the 
ball over. t 

There were numerous spectacular 
plays and.'a better style of rugby then 
has been seen in Interf acuity contests 
for some years back. îjomc of the 
players were seen in action for the 
first time and displayed form that 
should later win a place on a Univer- 
sity team. On acount of the riiuddy field 
there were many slips. Fumbles were 
ftequent and also offsides, all four 
teams being penalized on this account. 
Meds perhaps will have a few more 
stiffs as a result of the games. 

Science kicked off in the Meds- 
Science game, Meds in their 
third down gained yards and followed 
this up, with two more games of yards 
before being forced to kick. Play was 
about 30 yards from the Science touch- 
line when Science got possession. In 
their second down came the most spec- 
tacular run of the game when a Science 
man got away for a gain of 60 yards. 
Science gained yards but in the next 
down Meds secured the ball in a 
fumble. Both sides desored to kicking 
neither side gaining much ground in 
the end. The period ended with the ball 
iu Med territory. Score 0-0 

Second Quarter —Science gained 
yards. In their down Meds lost 5 yards 
through an overthrow by the snap- 
back and were lorccd to kick. Science 
gain - yards and then kicked into touch. 
Meds returned the kick and Science 
carried the ball to about 5 yards of 
touch. This was .Science's big chance 
but they lacked the punch to take ad- 
vantage of it the Med line held. Mcds 
kicked and in a fumble secured. Kick- 
ed again getting the ball out of the dan- 
ger ;zonc. Half-time ,, came with still no 
score.

Science 
were at one tjme playing with 10 men 
and put. up a, plucky.. fight considering 
their handicap.. Neither side was able to 
get in a position to score despite their 
efforts and the whistle blew with no 
score.

Since then he has 
issued many further volumes, both of 
poetry and prose, notably "Ballads of 
Lost Haven," "Songs from Vagabon-

"April Airs," His collected works in 
two volumes fvtvé just been published 
by McClelland & Stewart, of Toronto. 
From Montreal, Bliss Carman will pro- 
ceed to Winnipeg and the West on a 
lecture tour. This will be his first visit 
to Western (Janada.

Dean Thornton Addresses an 
Enthusiastic Audience 

MUCH DISCUSSION 



Many Important Matters 
Thrashed Out 

The serious first meeting pf the Den- 
tal Undergraduate Society. held last 
evening in the Medical Building was 
•conspicuous for the amount of enthus- 
iasm shown. Despite the fact that the 
Sophomores and Freshmen .were absent 
owing to a rush, a full attendance of 
the remaining two years partly filled the 
large assembly hall. 

' The first part of the evening was tak- 
en up with business. Elections for a re- 
presentative of sports from each year 
were held. The following were elected: 
first year —Cool: second year, Char- 
•land: third' year, Kent: fourth year. 
Harris. 

• Following thi*. a heated but fricndly 
discussion took place over the right of 
the present president, A. J. Macmillan, 
to hold office. The trouble, briefly stat- 
ed is this: In the election for president 
last term the present third year return- 
ed men' were to he considered men with 
-fourth year standing. As such, a third 
year man, Macmillan. was elected pre- 
sident. 

This term, that standing was revok- 
ed, and consequently theS'ourth year 
men demanded a new election. Many 
and various were the arguments pro and 
con, and much excitement ensued. Thi? 
was finally settled. The present presi- 
dent A. J. Macmillan, became vice-pre- 
sident and nominations for president 
arc open until next Wednesday. 

Dean Thornton then addressed the so- 
ciety. He pleaded for closer co-opera- 
tion between the student and his chosen 
profession. In all his remarks the Dean 
interspersed that rare humour and wit 
illustrative of his points, for which he 
is ^o justly famous. He then briet'iy 
outlir.es the history of the Dental Fa- 
culty. He stated that in 190S there were 
only two graduates but by last year the 
total had reached 92. Once being half 
dead, the Dental Faculty of today is a 
pcv.cr at McGill. Its influence is be- 
coming greater and greater and the. stu- 
dents must help to increase it more and 
hior'e. 

He then gave the undergraduates 
some sound advice appealing to them to 
Have important men of the Dental pro- 
fession come come and address them, 
and to have frequent social gatherings. 

In closing. Dean Thornton wanted it 
clearly understood that he was the stu- 
dents' friend : that he would stand be- 
hind them, and that if they should ever 
get into trouble, to come to him. His 
final words were: "Let each man try- 
to obtain his own full stature", 

Vice-President Macmillan then invit- 
ed all present to partake of the refresh- 
ments provided.

M., is an undergraduate organization, 
controlled by undergraduates and sup- 
posedly financed by them?
